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JUNE  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.90 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A"  milk  to  handlers  subject  to 
the  Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  June  1968  will  receive  a minimum  uniform 
price  of  $4.90  per  hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a 
butterfat  differential  of  7.8  cents.  The  minimum  price  is  also  subject 
to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  to  nonmembers, 
authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $4.90  price  for  June  1968  is  10  cents  below  the  May  1968  price, 
but  29  cents  above  the  June  1967  price.  The  June  1968  uniform  price 
was  reduced  by  25  cents  per  hundredweight  under  the  "Louisville  Plan" 
provisions  of  the  order.  One-third  of  the  total  amount  withheld  will 
be  repaid  to  producers  in  each  of  the  months  of  September,  October, 
and  November. 


JUNE  PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  847  approved  producers  who  shipped  24,616,193  pounds  of 
milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market  during  June  1968  of  which  15,413,199  pounds 
or  62.6%  was  utilized  in  Class  I by  9 pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization 
was  down  7.7%  from  May.  On  a volume  basis,  production  was  down  6.3%,  and 
Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  down  16.6%  from  May  1968. 

JULY  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.79 

The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment 
to  §1047.50  of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.33  was  increased  by  the 
standard  differential  of  $1.20  and  further  increased  by  a special  20  cents 
adjustment  and  a supply-demand  adjustment  of  6 cents  to  establish  the 
July  Class  I price  of  $5.79.  This  price  of  $5.79  is  4 cents  above  the 
June  1968  Class  I price,  and  32  cents  more  than  the  July  1967  price.

NEW  CHICAGO  REGIONAL  MILK  ORDER  IN  EFFECT  AS  OF  JULY  1,  1968 

USDA  has  announced  that  83  percent  of  the  dairy  farmers  who  voted  in  a 
recent  referendum  approved  the  issuance  of  a new  regional  Federal  milk  order. 

The  new  regional  marketing  area  includes  that  formerly  covered  by  the 
old  Chicago  milk  order,  the  Northwestern  Indiana,  Rock  River  Valley,  Milwaukee, 
Madison,  and  Northeastern  Wisconsin  orders  and  some  adjacent  formerly  unreg- 
ulated territory.

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USDA  SETS  HEARING  JULY  29  on  THREE  MIDWEST  MILK  ORDERS: 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  scheduled  a public  hearing  July  29 
in  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  to  consider  proposed  amendments  to  the  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  and  Chicago  regional  milk  orders. 

USDA's  Consumer  and  Marketing  Service  officials  said  the  hearing  will 
open  at  1 p.m.,  in  Stouffer's  Indianapolis  Inn,  2828  North  Meridian  Street, 
Indianapolis.  It  was  requested  by  six  cooperative  associations  representing 
a majority  of  the  dairy  farmers  supplying  milk  to  handlers  who  do  business  in 
the  Indiana  markets  involved. 

The  dairy  farmers  are  proposing  the  merger  of  the  marketing  areas  now 
covered  by  the  Indianapolis  and  Fort  Wayne,  Ind.,  milk  orders,  eight  additional 
counties  now  in  the  Chicago  regional  order  area  which  were  previously  under 
the  Northwestern  Indiana  order,  and  10  presently  unregulated  Indiana  counties. 

The  proposed  single  order  area  would  be  known  as  the  "Indiana  marketing  area." 

Proposals  would  extend  the  provisions  of  the  present  Indianapolis  Federal 
milk  marketing  order  to  apply  to  the  combined,  expanded  areas,  but  with  several 
changes . 

One  proposed  change  would  revise  the  zone  pricing  of  Class  I milk,  used 
for  fluid,  or  bottling  purposes.  As  proposed,  such  milk  would  be  priced  at 
the  basic  formula  (Minnesota-Wisconsin)  price  plus  differentials  for  each  of 
the  three  pricing  districts.  The  differentials  would  be  $1.47  for  District  1, 
comprising  the  present  Indianapolis  marketing  area  and  six  adjacent  unregulated 
Indiana  counties;  $1.40  for  District  2,  the  present  Fort  Wayne  marketing  area; 
and  $1.38  for  District  3,  comprising  the  eight  counties  now  in  the  Chicago 
regional  order  area  but  previously  in  the  Northwestern  Indiana  area,  plus  four 
adjacent  unregulated  Indiana  counties.  The  emergency  20-cent  price  increase, 
now  effective  through  April  1969,  would  be  incorporated  as  part  of  the  permanent 
Class  I price  differentials.  Two  other  proposals  would  revise  the  zone  appli- 
cation of  location  adjustments,  and  continue  the  present  seasonal  incentive 
producers'  payment  plans  through  1968. 

After  considering  the  evidence  presented  at  the  hearing,  USDA  will  decide 
whether  the  orders  should  be  amended  in  any  of  the  ways  proposed.  Everyone 
interested  would  then  have  an  opportunity  to  submit  exceptions  or  comments  on 
this  decision.  Any  exceptions  or  comments  would  be  considered  by  USDA  before 
issuance  of  a final  decision  to  be  sumbitted  to  dairy  farmers  for  approval. 

The  additional  unregulated  Indiana  counties  proposed  for  inclusions  in  the 
marketing  area  are  Benton,  Cass,  Fountain,  Fulton,  Jasper,  Newton,  Parke,  Pulaski 
Vermillion,  and  Warren.
